* Modifies the membership of the Board on Correctional Training Standards and
Education of the Criminal Justice Training Commission.

Background:

The Criminal Justice Training Commission (CJTC) provides basic law enforcement training,
corrections training, and educational programs for criminal justice personnel, including
commissioned officers, corrections officers, fire marshals, and prosecuting attorneys. Seven
members constitute a quorum of the CITC. Meetings of the CJTC must be called by the chair
upon the written request of six members.

The CJTC consists of: (1) the Board on Law Enforcement Training Standards and Education;
and (2) the Board on Correctional Training Standards and Education. The Board on Correctional
Training Standards and Education (Board) is charged with reviewing and recommending
programs and standards for the training and education of correctional personnel.

The Board consist of 14 members. The composition of the Board is as follows:

(a) three members employed in the state correctional system, at least one of whom is
currently employed as a front line correctional officer;

(b) three members employed in county correctional systems, at least one of whom is
currently employed as a front line correctional officer;

(c) two members employed in juvenile corrections or probation, one of whom is employed
at the local level and one of whom is employed at the state level,

(d) two members employed in community corrections;

(e) one member representing community colleges;

(f) one member representing four-year colleges and universities; and

(g) two additional members with experience and interest in correctional training standards
and education.

Summary of Bill:

A majority of the members constitute a quorum of the CJTC. Meetings of the CJTC must be
called by the chair upon the written request of one-third of the members.

The Board consists of 11 members. The composition of the Board is as follows:
(a) three members employed in county or city correctional systems, two of whom are
currently employed as front line correctional officers;
(b) two members employed in juvenile corrections or probation, one of whom is employed
by the state and one of whom is employed by a county or city;
(c) two members employed in community corrections;
(d) one member representing community colleges;
(e) one member representing four-year colleges and universities; and
(f) two additional members with experience and interest in correctional training standards
and education.
